Phoumi Nosavan, right - wing 
leader in Laos, who was not 
linked to the coup.

Johnson Plans 
Cutback in 
Nuclear Bombs 


NEW YORK (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson announced today 
a new cutback in the production 
of nuclear explosive materials 
and said Soviet Premier Khru- 
shchev has indicated that he too 
"intends to make a move in the 
same direction." 


Johnson said that the "sub- 


stantial reduction" in the output 
of enriched uranium will be 
carried out over a four-year pe- 
riod. Together with other reduc- 
tions, the new cut means "an 
over-all decrease in the produc- 
tion of plutonium by 20 per cent 
and of enriched uranium by 40 
per cent." 


"By bringing production in 


line with need, we reduce ten- 
sion while maintaining all nec- 
essary power," he said in a 
speech prepared for The Associ- 
ated Press luncheon in New 
York.

LEEDS, England (AP)—Dr. 


Donald Coggan, archbishop of 
York, wants the Church of Eng- 
land to tear down some of its 
church buildings and use the 
money for missionary and wel- 
fare work at home and abroad. 


Dr. Coggan said this could be 


done in many places, especially 
in some of the country villages 
where the churches are 
half 


empty because the bulk of the 
congregation has moved to the 
cities. 
^'It is wholly wrong," Dr. 
!oggan told a church congress 
iere, "to spend money heating 
and 
maintaining up 
to 
five 


churches in village communi- 
ties, half of which had moved 
away into the cities. 


"The money should be spent 


on the evangelizing of England,, 
or, more important, on the pco-!

Greers Ferry 
Reservoir 
Rising Fast

Massive Greers Ferry Reser- 


voir is straining at its bonds, 
eager to start turning the giant 
hydroelectric 
t u r b i n e s in 


Greers Ferry Dam next month. 


The reservoir 
near 
Heber 


Springs has risen 22.8 feet in 
the past six weeks because of 
heavy rains and stands at an 
elevation of 447.9 feet above sea 
level. 


Army Engineers are testing 


the turbines and will turn them 
on in May. The date has not 
been set, an Engineer spokes- 
man in Little Rock said. 


It will be the fourth set of 


turbines put to work generating 
power from the White River, 
which meanders across North 
and East Arkansas and joins 
(he Arkansas River just west of 
the Mississippi. 


The water at Greers Ferry is 


within 13 feet of the top of the 
power pool. There is little like- 
lihood of it going over. 


"It's 
like filling a V-shaped 


container" a spokesman said. 
"A little water raises the level 
a lot down low, but near the 
top, 
it takes a lot of water to 


raise it a foot." 


Will the release of water 


through turbines push the White 
River up appreciably? 


Engineers say no. "It won't 


have much 
effect 
on down- 


stream water levels because 
the discharge of water through 
the turbines is in comparative- 


ly small amounts," the spokes- 
man said. 


Bull Shoals Dam releases 730 


cubic feet of water a second 
through its turbines and Nor- 
ford releases 1,040 cubic feet. 
That sounds like a lot of water, 
but it's a small amount com- 
paratively. 


Can Engineers control 
the 


water in the river? 


To a degree. The dam is built 


for flood control and hydroelec- 
tric purposes. The discharge of 
water 
through turbines is a 


small a m o u n t compared to 
what might flow downriver if 
there were no flood control. 
'We try to regulate the flow 
from the reservoirs so it will be 
combined with the unregulated 
flow from other streams, such 
as 
the 
Buffalo, 
Strawberry, 


Eleven Point and Current riv- 
ers," Engineers say. 


Three dams are on the White 


River, three on tributaries. Bull 
Shoals, Table Rock and Beaver 
dams on the White have tur- 
bines, but Beaver Dam's tur- 
bines won't go into operation 
for another year. 


The turbines at Norfork Dam 


on the North Fork River are at 
work. Clearwater Diim on the 
Black River in southeast Mis- 
souri is for flood control only. 


Greers Ferry Dam on the 


Little Red River is the third 
tributary dam. 


The power produced by the 


turbines goes to the Southwest 
Power 
Administration, 
which 


can't be improved. As Debbie 
Reynolds pointed out before the 
event, the lack of participation 
of Hollywood's top names is 
shocking.
